So ldiers’ Packag es Sto pped 


gO LD IB R S in France will get no more pack ages of miscellaneous articles 
from the folk s at home. 
The sending of such pack ages is forbidden by 
the Post Office Departm ent. 


H ereafter nothing may be sent except upon the specific request of a 
soldier, and the request m ust be approved by the regim ental or higher 
com manding officer of the man m ak ing it. 
Also, all such “ request” pack ­ 
ages m ust have the following endorsem ent, plainly w ritten, on the outside 
of the pack age: 
“This pack age contains only articles 
at approved 
requests of addressee, which is enclosed.” 


T hat m eans that the governm ent is tak ing no chances. 
Each pack age 
addressed to a soldier in France will be opened, and if the approved request 
is not enclosed, or if the pack age contains any thing not specifically ask ed 
lor, it will be returned to the sender. 


The order of the Post Office D epartm ent was m ade in compliance with 
a sim ilar order from the W ar Departm ent. 
The reason given for it is 
“m ilitary necessity .” 


It would be futile to try to conjecture just w hat that means. 
Families 
and friends of soldiers, however, may have the satisfaction of k nowing that 
the governm ent itself is look ing after the w elfare of the boy s abroad and 
that those boy s are not suffering for the lack of needful supplies, else the 
order would not have been issued.

Great Fleet of Ships Necessary to 
Haul Farm Products Abroad at 
Low Freight Rates. 


To the farm er in the Mississippi 
valley, bu sy abou t his barn s and ou t­ 
bu ildings,, the qu estion of a merchant 
mu rine seems very fu r away. 
“Why,” he occasionally asks himself, 
“shou ld I be interested in steamships, 
sailing from ports n thou sand miles 
away? 
I have never been to the At­ 
lantic seaboard. 
Ships, whether sail 
lng u nder the United States flag or 
the Union Jack, concern me not in 
all.” 
There is, however, a reason, and £ 
good reason, why the farm er shou ld 
be Interested In this government’s ef­ 
forts to pu t thou sands of steel and 
wooden ships afloat as qu ickly as pos­ 
sible. 
The American farm er today is grow 
lng wheat, corn, oats and other pro­ 
du ce that mu st be tran sported abroad 
to su pply ou r own armies and those 
of ou r allies in France. 
When the 
war Is over the wheat, corn and oats 
will continu e to 
flow toward 
war- 
stricken Eu rope. 
With thou sands of 
ships 
to 
carry 
this 
produ ce, 
the 
freight rates will be correspondingly 
eheu per than they wou ld be with only 
hu ndreds of bottoms available instead 
of thou sands. 
The fact that freight rates are 
cheaper will not, however, abate the 
hu n ger of the millions in Eu rope clam­ 
oring for the wheat, corn and oats. 
The market there will remain the same 
an d the present loft prices will be lit­ 
tle changed. 
If It costs the grain deal­ 
er less to ship abroad, he will be able 
to pay higher prices to the farmers. 
The fan n er Is ju st as mu ch interest­ 
ed in cheap freight rates as he always 
has been Interested In cheaper freight 
rates on land. 
His m arket lies, not in 
Chicago and Minneapolis and Du lu tb, 
where a box car hau ls his grain, It lies 
thou san ds of miles across the ocean 
where ships are carrying his produ ce. 
The farm er mu st help bu ild ships and 
cu t his freight rates to Eu rope. 
Someone sagely remarked (and many 
wise men since have repeated the pro­ 
verb) : 
“In times of peace prepare 
for war.” 
Germany has improved on the pro­ 
verb, or twisted it, and over in the 
kaiser’s realm it now rea ds: 
“In times 
of war prepare for peace.” 
Germany 
is not so in ten t on winning this war 
that she has forgotten abou t the peace 
to come. 
The German reichstag has 
agreed, as a ten tative policy, on a grant 
of $375,000,000 to facilitate the bu ild­ 
ing of merchant ships. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that the vessels shall be available 
within fou r years after peace is de­ 
clared. 
In other words, the German govern­ 
ment is determined, not only to win this 
war, bu t to win commercial war to 
follow, by providing bottoms to carry, 
not only its own goods, bu t also the 
commerce of other nations whose ships 
it is sinking every day. 
The United States government has 
Wisely set

to

A Hu n raider had bombed 
them. 
In London, on the Strand, I have 
seen row after row of stretchers bear­ 
ing the broken bodies of men and 
women on u street strewn with shat­ 
tered glass. 
These were civilians, not 
soldiers; sleeping In their homes when 
the bu ilding fell. 
These things I have seen. 
I have 
heard all night long a terrific cannon­ 
ade in the world’s greatest city, the 
bu rst of shrapnel nnd the sou nd of 
bombs. 
Ou tside my window I have 
heard the cries and moans of dying 
hu m an beings, victims of the enemy in 
the air. 
This is not talk. These are things I 
have seen and h e a rd; and yet I have 
seen and heard so little it is hardly 
worth talking abou t. 
B u t it makes me want to bu y Lib­ 
erty bonds.
